Floyd Mori of 
Southern Alameda County jlast 
week described as “ironic” the 
accusation by Gain that Chinese 
Americans are demonstrating“an 
absolute abdication of responsi- 
bility”in .not aiding police in- 
vestigations into the case. 
”Mori charged that-Gain must 

bear some responsibijlity for build- 
ing good pojice-commiunity re- 
lations and resolving the 1latest 
slayings.“What Gain needs now is 
the cooperation of the commun- 
ity。His denunciation of Chi- 
”nese Americans is not going to 
facilitate that process.”

According to 
police，both victims were known 
to have had associations with the 
Joe Fong gang, also known as the 
Joe Boys，a group that police 
believe may have been responsible 
for the September 4 attack on the 
Golden Dragon restaurant that 
left five people dead and eleven 
injured . : 


Sources in Chinatown theorized 
that the two may have had conn- 
ections with the Joe Fong gang， 
but were attacked for reasons 
unreleated to the Golden Dragon 
slayings. “Unless they were into 
something else that the Wah 
Ching didnt like, 让 would be aw- 
fully strange for them to shoot Lee 
and Chan，especially Since no 
Wah Ching members were hurt at 
Golden Dragon and being that the 
heat is really on in Chinatown.”

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Time forOur Community to Reflect 


The Golden Dragon Restaurant attack left our community 
in shock. After the dust settled, our community began to 
count those innocent victims who were killed and wounded. 
Out of our deep mourning for those whose lives were cut 
short, many questions cry out for answers. 

Why did our community allow this to happen? What 
caused all this hatred and violence? When ls it going to 
end? 

Of course there are no fast and easy answers. But isnit 
it time for our community as a whole to reflect on what 
happened to us and to our nelighborhood? 

We find it strange that for the past many years，OUT 
community on the one hand condemned gang activities， 
but locked to see all sorts of violent films，Hong Kong 
flmmakers，no doubt，are guilty of grinding out bloody 
hoodlum movies one after another. But without a paying 
audience, these films would never gain the popularity they 
enjoy. Every hoodlum featured in these movies are serving 
as models for our youth and recrujiters for the underworld. 

Again we find it strange that many in our community 
Put their legs on America but have their heads in the old 
country. Physically they are in America, but mentally and 
emotionally they are thousands of miles away on the 
other side of the Pacific。 They read newspapers，maga- 
Zines amnd see canned television programs from Taiwan 
and Hong Kong. These media materials have a tendency 
to slow the adjustment readiness of many new immilgrants， 
as well as hampering a realistic understanding of the U.9. 
As a result few would develop a sense' of belonging to the 
Chinese American community and fewer still would devote 
their efforts to solving community problems. The under- 
world element found a perfect ground to breed and to 
breed and to expand. 


Wefindit strangethat many elders who mouthed sayings 
of the sages and the importance of family harmony，were 
the very ones whose families were breaking up,，their chil- 
dren _ left home and some took to the streets.，Many 
parents are So busy working afid making money that they 
hardly have time to care for their children. Some，with 
their sons missing for days，still would not contact the 
police or the school. Some, after a_ domestic argument， 
would kick their children out of the house. If anyone 
would like to find out how gang members are made，asK 
their parents first. 

Wefindit strange that major organizations in Chinatown 
are all so energetic in promoting picnics，fashion shows， 
banquets，parties and beauty contests. Not that we have 
anything against these activities. But if these are either on 
their top priority list or the only things that they do， 
then obviously something is wrong.， After the Golden 
Dragon Restaurant shootout, why are Chinatown organiza- 
tions silent. Even whien business has dropped tremen- 
dously，the Chamber of Commerce still does nothing to 
ease the tourists: and thie community's mind. 

During the past decade when extortion and other gang 
activities have been really hurting Chinatown merchants， 
we saw no consorted effort in the business community to 
resist the pressure. Why this apathy? Why this silence? 
Why 1 Somebody get angry? Why wouldn t some- 
body question the leadershlip? 5 

Let us not blame the young people or the new immi 
负 ants so fast，It's time for our community to reflect on 
many of these strange phenonmena.

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BUREAU OF CENSUS PLANS TO DROP 
“ASIAN/PAC ISLANDER“” CATECORY 


SANERANCISCO 一 At a Joint 
Advisory Committee meeting of 
Asian, Black，Hispanic，and Paci- 
fic American representatives,， U.S. 
Bureau of the Census officials dis- 
closed their intention to drop the 
“Asian or Pacific Islander”ecate- 
gory from the Trace item of the 
1980 Census questionnaire on Sep- 
tember 8. 

Instead，the. Bureau indicated 
that，most likely，the 1980 race 
item will list separately: Chinese， 
Filipino，Japanese, 下 orean;， Viet-

Import System 


WASHINGTON 一 The U.S. 
Department of Commerce urged 
U.9. importers of cotton，wool 
and man-made fiber textiles and 
apparel from Hong Kong to famil- 
iarize themselves with the re- 
quirements of the new visa system 
that becomes effective January 1， 
1978. 

Under the new system，cate- 
gorY mumbers and quantities 
shown on the visa must corres- 
pond with those shown on the 
shipping documents，Any .devia- 
tion (except that the quantity 
shown on the visa may be higher 
than the quantity -on the ship- 
ping documents) will invalidate 
the visa and the shipment will be 
denied entry into the United States 
by U.S Customs，An incorrect 
category classification on the visa 
will also be cause for denial of 
entry， 

PROBLEM 
，Other textile exporting coun- 
tries also Use visa Systems to 
authenticate that shipments are 
within the quotas authorized 
Under their bilateral agreements 
with the United States. The poten- 
tial problem for U.S3. importers is 
that the Hong Kong Covernment 
procedures do not provide waivers

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Although 
incumbent Supervisor John Mo- 
linari is the odds-on favorite to 
win election in November to 
represent District 3，Chinatown/ 
North Beach，he's running his 
campaign like he hears footsteps 
close behind. Molinari， who 
moved into the district a few 
months ago, is taking no chances. 
Hes attending as many China- 
town events as he can and beating 
the pavement in the district to 
solicit votes, Last week he visited 
下 ast/West to volunteer his opin- 
ions on a variety of issues of 
concern to the Chinese American 
community. 

Most politicians have at least 
one issue that strikes a special 
nerve and Molinari is no excep- 
tion， The articulate and person- 
able supervisor spoke with his 
customary ease about a range of 
topics，but he expressed himself 
most forcefully about the neglect 
of senior citizens. 

HOUSINGC 

For example，when he talks 
about the need for more open 
space and housing in Chinatown， 
the elderly take first priority. The 
factor that upset him most in the 
eviction of tenants of the Inter- 
national Hotel was that it happen- 
ed so_ early in the morning and 
severely inconveniencedthe elder- 
ly tenants. 

Molinari thinks that the city 
had to go through with the evic- 
tion，but he is disappointed that 
there was not better communica- 
tion with the tenants. He hopes 
that the courts do not allow 
demolition to take place until after 
the voters of San Francisco de- 
cide in a policy statement in 
November 这 the city should 
Purchase the hotel, “All is not 
lost,”he offers optimistically. 

A_ very controversial Teloca- 
tion ordinance was introduced by 
Molinari to the Board in 1974. It 
was a strong ordinance that would 
have precluded demolition of cer- 
tain multi-unit buildings until 
suitable housing in the same dis- 
trict is provided. Although Molin- 
ari voted for the ordinance in a 7-4 
losing cause, he now feels that the 
law proposed too much.

Gain accused the Chinese com- 
munity of an“absolute abdication 
of  _ responsibility” and blamed 
their silence on a“subculture of

Molinari acknowledged that 
crime is a major problem in 
Chinatown，but he blasted Gain 
for making “insensitive and 
inappropriate" remarks. He liken- 
ed Gain s statements to the smear- 
ing of Italian Americans with 
Mafia labels. Few Italian Amer- 
icans know what's going on in the 
Mafia and those who do keep their 
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mouths shut, says Molinari,，and a 
similar situation exists in China- 
town. 

A major pojlice problem is the 
lack of multi-lingual services at 
Central Station， Molinari says. 
“Station officers ought to be bi- 
lingual and there should be a 
number where people can call for 
bilingual services ” specific to 
Chinatown.”There was such a 
number，but the police depart- 
ment ended the service after 
claiming that the Chinese com- 
munity was not making use of 让 . 
Molinari feels 直 should be rein- 
stituted . 

EFEEFORTS 

Concerning the efforts by some 
Chinatown business leaders to get 
building height limits relaxed in 
the Chinatown core area，Molin- 
ari said he would like to look at 
the issue on a project by project 
basis.

He has made a 
areer of determining the causes of 
and 
ormulating techniques to Prevent 


After months of research，Chin 
has a theory that may explain how 
fihe infants contracted botulism . 
An acute form of food poisoning 
fthat causes paralysis，botulism is 
usually contracted from spores 
germinated in 
jimproperly preserved canned 
But none of the stricken 
nfants were exposed to canned 
foods. Since it takes up to a year 
or the intestinal tracts of infants 
0 mature，Chin believes spores 
present in the food they eat and in 
the dirt and dust they breathe may 
germinate in their intestines and 
(The _ bacterial 
ora_present in mature intestines

Infant botujism is the latest in a 
long list of diseases Chin has 
tackled in his 13-year career at 
the Department of Health . 

“Theres never been a dul 
moment,” he said.“California has 
a jittle of everything. Its the 
crossroad of international travel， 
and especially travel from the Far 
East. Any disease can, and-ustially 
does, come to Cajlifornia.” 

Chin has set up heajlth programs 
to control everything from routine 
cases of measles to rare cases of 


spores from 
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plague， He has also successfully 
dealt with a few bizafrre cases, like 
the mysterious outbreak of 
malaria in Bakersfield in 1971. He 
traced the source to a veteran，a 
heroin addict，who was infected 
with malaria in Vietnam. The vet- 
eran transmitted the disease to his 
addict friends by sharing his 
needle with them . 

But stumbling on a new disease， 
like infant botulism，and then 
defining 让 and developing tech- 
niques to control it is the kind of 
work that Chin finds exciting. 

PREVENTION 

“The CDC (Center for Dis- 
ease Control) is looking to us for 
the answers,”he said.“If we can 
get information for prevention， 
and learn to prevent or manage 这 ， 
wed think its a tremendous 
accomplishment.” 

Chin grew up a close-knit 
family that moved from a Chinese 
village on the outskirts of Kwang- 
chow (Canton) to a Jewish neigh- 
borhood in Brooklyn.， Born in 
China in 1933，Chin came to the 
United States as a child. His father 
worked as a laborer at a Brook- 
lyn laundry- Chin spent most of 
his youth in Brooklyn，and only 
met other Chinese on Sundays， 
when his parents took the family 
into New Yorks Chinatown. 

Although his parents worked 
long hours, they insisted that their 
son spend his time studying 一 a 
strategy that paid off early. By the 
time Chin finished elementary 
school，he was admitted to a 
junior high school for academi- 
calljy advanced students. 

ROUGH 
| “That was a rough time for 
me,” he said. “IT was at the bottom 


|of the class at the beginning.” 


But when Chin entered a regu- 


ilar high school, he said the differ- 


ence in his performance was“like 
night and day-.” 

At 16，Chin left New York to 
attend the University of Michigan 
where he majored in Pre-med 
almost by accident. 

“The Jewish culture and minor- 
ity cultures stress education,”he 
said;“and pre-med was Tespect- 
able so I got into 站 . Nothing else 
grabbed me-. 

After four years at Michigan; he 
found himself applying to medical 
schools. He said he wasnt com- 
mitted to _ medicine then， just 
catught in a direction that Was 
accepted. When he finished 
medical school at the State 
University of New York，he still 
hadn't run across a clinical 
speciajlty that interested him. He 
simply wasn't interested in setting 
Up aprivate Practice- 

RESEARCH 

“The  ， business aspects of 
medicine never .appealed to me,” 
he said. “From-.the beginning，I 
was interested in research where 
Fd be working for an organiza- 
tiom. TI couldn't see treating a sick 
person ， _and then asking for 
money- 

So Chin opted to explore 3 
career in the Public ,Health 
Service. By 1960, he found himself 
in a three-yeaf public _ health 
training program doing ”his 
residency at _ the Berkeley City 
Health Department. It was here 
that his interest in preventive 
medicine crystallized . 


SEND EAST/WEST 
TO A FRIEND 


After he finished his training in 
the Bay Area and earned 3 
masters degree in public health at 
the University of Cajlifornia,， Berk- 
eley, Chin spent another year con- 
ducting epidemiological research . 
In 1962, he left for a two year stint 
in Malaysia where he used his 
expertise in epidemiology to re- 
search tropical diseases- 

Since his return to the Bay Area 
in 1964 he has worked for the 
health department. he has found 
battling against the acute prob- 
lems of infectious diseases far more 
exciting .than working with the 
chronic diseases that most doctors 
routinely treat. 

APPLYING 

“Most of -the problems with 
infectious diseases ， are short- 
lived,” he said.“You handle them， 
hopefully solve them，then go on 
to _ something else We have most 
of the answers now，the thing is 
applying them-.” 

Chin has enjoyed the support of 
his superiors during his career at 
the heajlth department, but he has 
found some aspects of his job frus- 
trating- 

“Tm reaching a point where Tm 
getting too much administration,” 
he said. “The programs are 3 
necessary evil，but TI dont neces- 
sarily enjoy the . Problems of 
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programs like budgets and person- 
nel. Technically, ,its not work in 
infectious diseases.” 

Chin is considering shifting jobs 
after another two or three years SO 
he can devote more of his time to 
international health programs and 
teaching-. 

HERITAGE 

Unlike many of the nation's 
Chinese Americans，Chin said his 
Chinese “heritage has neither 
helped norimpeded his career. 

“Tm unique in the sense that 
growing up in Brooklyn I wasnt 
discriminated agtainst because 
was Chinese. 工 was always the 
onlvy ”Chinese- ” 工 ve “Dever 
considered myself inferior， Tve 
alwavs thought I was competent. 
But I havent experienced the 
West Coast Chinese problem 一 
having inferiority_conferred upon 
them-. I havent had that kind of 
searching for identity.” 

Chin wants his three children to 
retain their cultural identity by 
having more contact with the 
Chinese community. 

“Clearly，they re not .Chinese- 
Chinese,” he said.， “Theyre 
Chinese American or American 
Chinese，But II want them to 
appreciate their Chinese heri- 
tage-” 口
